Established rights of an interna- 
tional union to take over a local 
union when fractional troubles 
threaten to disrupt such local was 
recognized this week in the supe- 
rior court in San Francisco, 

Frank T. Deasy, judge of the 
superior court, denied a restraining 
order sought by officers of the San 
Jose hotel and restaurant employes’ 
alliance against interference by in- 
ternational officers. 

Suspends Charter 

The union charged that follow- 
ing a fractional fight in the San 
Jose local C. T. McDonough, inter- 
national representative, had served 
notice that the union’s charter and 
officers were suspended and union 
funds impounded. 

Attorney Henry B. Lister, for the 
international, contended that the 
charter and officers had not been 
suspended. 

“It is common practice for an 
international to step in and run 
things when a local gets into bad 
shape,” he told Judge Deasy. 

McDonough stated that he would 
aid the officers in straightening 
out the financial affairs of the 
union. With the understanding that 
a peaceful settlement would be 
worked out, the court denied the 
order.

The vote will be on rep- 
resentation by the A. F. of L. bay 
cities metal trades council or the 
CIO.

BOOSTS VISIONED 


Early wage increases for navy 
yard mechanics are foreseen here 
following the forthcoming confer- 
ences of the navy wage review 
board hearings. 

John P. Frey, president of the 
American Federation of Labor 
metal trades department, predicted 
that “more money for navy yard 
men” seems likely to come out of 
the hearings which open June 11. 

“The last hearings,” Mr. Frey 
said, “were held in 1929 and there 
have been no changes in wage 
schedules since then, except for re- 
ductions ordered under the first 
and second economy acts and later 
restored.” 

Regardless of the outcome, Frey 
said he foresees no wholesale de- 
scent of privately employed me- 
chanics upon navy yards, or vice 
versa. He pointed out that while 
highly skilled workmen on the out- 
side draw larger paychecks, a bal- 
ancing factor is the annual and 
sick leave and superannuated pen- 
sion for which navy yard employes 
are eligible. 

At least 90 per cent of the yard

MINIMUM WAGES RAISED 
FOR 5,500 HAT WORKERS 


Hourly wage rates of approxi- 
mately 5,500 workers were in- 
creased in the approval of the rec- 
ommended minimum wages for the 
hat industry, effective July 1, by 
Col. Philip B. Fleming, administra- 
tor of the wage and hour division, 
United States department of labor.

In his special message to congress on national defense, President 
Roosevelt issued a direct warning to the nation against “fifth column” 
activities by hostile groups. 

Likewise, the executive council of the American Federation of Labor, 
meeting in Washington, declared “we must redouble our vigilance against 
treachery and the creation of ‘Trojan horse’ organizations” by com- 
munist and nazi adherents in this country. 

In this column last week it was pointed out that communist penetra- 
tion and control over CIO unions constitutes an already established 
“fifth column” dangerous to the safety of our country. 

Just how dangerous this situation is and how much more dangerous 
it may become is aptly illustrated by the present activities of the com- 
munist labor movement in Mexico, which parallels the CIO in this coun- 
try. 

According to a dispatch from Betty Kirk to the Washington Post, 
genuine alarm was expressed in Mexico City when 30,000 militarized 
workers, members of the Confederation of Mexican Labor, marched 
through the streets of that city on May day. These men had been trained 
by regular army officers under the so-called “sports-military” program 
of the confederation. 

THE “FIFTH COLUMN” IN MEXICO 

“This alarm mounted to consternation,” the article continues, “when 
five days later the workers’ university maintained by the C. T. M., 
blandly announced that it would start a military college for the training 
of officers. 

“Since late in September the C. T. M. has been so closely identified 
with the communist party that all moderate elements have been alien- 
ated from it. 

“Moreover, it has played a role so beligerently political, both in na- 
tional and international affairs, that no doubt is left as to its intentions 
and its affiliations. 

“Its newspaper, El] Popular, is the mouthpiece for the most anti-demo- 
cratic propaganda published in Mexico, closely paralleling the propa- 
ganda of nazi agents here (in Mexico). Accordingly, a parade of mili- 
tarized C. T. M. workers, which a year ago would have aroused only 
complacent pride from the Mexican populace, today is viewed as a threat 
to public peace and national government.” 

We believe that these quotations from Miss Kirk’s article in the Wash- 
ington Post demonstrate beyond all doubt that the “fifth column” is a 
reality in Mexico. Apparently even the Mexican authorities, hitherto 
under the thumb of the communist labor movement, have awakened to 
the danger, for the ministry of national defense in a strong statement 
declared that the existence of an independent militia “cannot be toler- 
ated.” 

Vincente Lombardo Toledano, head of the communist C. T. M. and 
close friend and collaborator of John L. Lewis, has for some time been 
the “behind-the-scenes dictator” of Mexico. Now he is under attack from 
many sources. His activities are denounced in the newspapers as border- 
ing on “subversion.” 

LET’S CLEAN HOUSE IN AMERICA 

This leads Miss Kirk to the conclusion that Mexico “needs no Martin 
Dies to expose its weak spots for it is ready to do its own houseclean- 
ing.” She sees the government's cracking down on Toledano’s military 
ambitions as merely a preliminary step in a campaign to rid itself of 
“alien influences and avoid the mistakes which have been made else- 
where when too great leniency toward either communist or nazi ma- 
neuvers was shown.” 

We hope the conclusions of this informed writer are true. We note 
with interest that Canada, our neighbor to the north, has now officially 
declared the communist party illegal and has begun a wholesale clean-up 
of reds. 

This is encouraging news. We would feel a lot better about it if our 
own country took President Roosevelt’s advice and became increasingly 
alert to “fifth column” activities in our own midst. 

We believe it is worthy of mention that John L. Lewis and Edwin S. 
Smith, member of the national labor relations board, bestowed their 
blessings on Mexico’s communist and anti-democratic labor leader, To- 
ledano, when they spoke in the Mexico City bull ring two years ago at 
his invitation and were greeted with the communist salute by his fol- 
lowers. 

It is also noteworthy that Mr. Lewis has denounced President Roose- 
velt and practically every other leader in American life but has never 
had a harsh word to say about Stalin or the Stalin-Hitler pact.

Whereas, Many of the employers 
have, under the guise of “youth 
training” demoralized the efficiency 
of their industry by seeking to 
build an organization of boys at

Whereas, School boys and inex- 
perienced help such as have been 
employed at low wage rates can- 
not produce the engines and other 
necessary equipment for the ade- 
quate protection of our nation, 
such as will be required by the 
present need for national defense,

Whereas, There is a large group 
of skilled mechanics who depend 
on relief agencies for employment 
in relief activities at very low earn- 
ing power, which has in a large 
measure been used to destroy labor 
standards; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That, instead of any 
action that would destroy labor 
standards in this country, we meet 
the present emergency by adopting 
the following program: 

1. The reemployment of skilled, 
semi-skilled an d_ unskilled 
workers for national defense, 
who are now engaged in other 
industries not in connection 
with national defense or on re- 
lief projects. 
2. The abolition of the age limit 
in the employing of skilled 
workers, the standard being 
only their ability and qualifi- 
cation to perform the service 
required. 
3. That skilled mechanics who 
have been forced to seek em- 
ployment in industries in which 
their former training is not re- 
quired be given an opportunity 
to return to the work of their 
trade. 

4. Co-operation with the federal 

committee on apprentice train-

Prompt passage by congress of 
S. 591, the bill providing new funds 
for the continuation and expansion 
of the federal slum clearance and 
low cost housing program, was de- 
manded by the executive council 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor. 

This measure already has passed 
the senate by an overwhelming 
vote but it is being held up in com- 
mittee in the house of representa- 
tives. 

In a strong statement, the exec- 
utive council declared that the bill 
should be approved immediately 


because it would relieve housing; 


shortages, provide jobs for the un- 
employed and help strengthen na- 
tional defense. It said: 

“Labor’s concern in the future of 
this program is intensified by cur- 
rent developments. In the present 
world-wide crisis the permanent se- 
curity of America lies in action di- 
rected toward domestic better- 
ment. The USHA program goes 
straight to the heart of our most 
urgent economic problem. The 
splendid beginning made by the 
United States housing authority 
toward meeting the workers’ need 
for decent homes has proved this 
program to be one of the most ef- 
fective defense weapons of our na- 
tional welfare. To discard this 
tested weapon now is to surrender 
a strategic line of defense of eco- 
nomic security of our people. 

“In view of conditions in the 
building industry, it is essential 
that congress act at this session to 


prevent a sharp decline in employ- 
ment in the construction and re- 
lated industries, 


“The USHA is a double-barreled 
employment program. 

“The present program is provid- 
ing 512,000 building trades jobs on 
project sites in 200 communities, 
These jobs account for $225,000,000 
in wages which go into the pay en- 
velopes of building workers. In 
addition, employment of 760,000 
workers in related building mate; 
rials industries is provided by the 
USHA program. Stoppage of the 
program will wipe out these jobs 
and cut off the source of buying 
power derived from these wages, 
Unless S. 591 is approved by con- 
gress this loss of employment and 
buying power to labor will come at 
the crucial time when the crushing 
burden of unemployment has be- 
come unbearable to millions of 
American workers who are entitled 
to the opportunity of earning a de- 
cent living through their own ef- 
forts. 


“The cost of this program is mod- 
est. The USHA from its inception 
has had a consistent record of 
progress in the reduction of the 
costs and of the annual contribu- 
tions needed to re-house slum 
dwellers. Labor has co-operated in 
achieving these low costs by enter- 
ing into agreements which assure 
that, after construction has started 
on a project, work will not be in- 
terrupted by jurisdictional or wage 
disputes.”

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FOREIGN SHOE MANUFACTURER FINED BY FEDERAL COURT 


Czech Shoe Firm Employer 


Fined $8,000 by 


Falsification of Records and Violating 
The Wage and Hour Law Brings Fine 


The Bata Shoe Ccmpany, Inc. 
and John Hoza, active head of the 
Bata enterprises throughout the 
world, were fined $8,005 and or- 
dered to pay $10,084 in restitution 
to 600 employees after they entered 
pleas of guilty to violation of the 
fair labor standards act in Balti- 
more recently. 

Judge W. Calvin Chestnut in the 
U. S. district court imposed the 
sentence. 

The five-count criminal informa- 
tion filed by Bernard J. Flynn, U. 
S. attorney in Baltimore, charged 
the company with failure to pay 
the minimum wage, failure to pay 
overtime, failure to keep adequate 
records, falsification of records, 
and shipment in interstate com- 
merce of shoes produced in viola- 
tion of the law. 

Falsify Records 

Beverly R. Worrell, regional at- 
torney for the wage and hour di- 
vision, presented the government’s 
case at the time the plea of guilty 
was entered. He _ selected from 
company records the time card of 
Thomas Dolina, who, he pointed 
out, in a single week in November, 
was recorded as having worked

five days and a total of 42 hours. 
Actually he showed that Dolina 
had worked seven days that week 
and a total of 6714 hours. 

Mr. Worrell informed Judge 
Chestnut that the company’s prac- 
tice had been to record merely that 
the employes worked “one day” or 
“five days” and never more than 42 
hours in a week. 


Robert Archer, attorney for the 
company, in reply informed the 
court that the violations were tech- 
nical; that the executives were 
working under a strain due to con- 
ditions in Europe and that they re- 
garded the wage and hour law as 
relatively unimportant. Bata enter- 
prises are located in 78 countries, 
he said. 


Judge Chestnut then said: 

“If what Mr. Archer said was 
accurate, I would not be in- 
clined to impose this fine. How- 
ever, these records prepared by 
the government show a studied 
effort to show that the Amer- 
ican law was being complied 
with in the case of these Czech 
employes. And now you tell me 
that the officials thought they 
did not have to obey the law 
with respect to these employes. 
The difference is a relatively 
striking argument in support 
of the view of insincerity on 
the part of the company offt- 
cials.” 

Mr. Worrell informed the court 
that if the company wished to with- 
draw its plea, the government was 
ready to try the case. The com- 
pany, however, did not withdraw

Here is more good news for all 
crafts. Things are sure “picking 
up” on the base. Last week four 
new contractors started work and 
this week five more new contrac- 
tors were added. The five contrac- 
tors welcomed to the base this week 


are: The Pittsburg, Des Moines 
Steel company, the Matson Elec- 
trical Equipment company, the 


Western Asbestos company, the In- 
dependence Maintainance company, 
and the A. Pollia Plumbing com- 
pany. 

The Pittsburg, Des Moines Steel 
company have the contract for the 
water tower which will be 115 feet 
high and will take about 100 tons 
of steel. Mr. Ernest Becker, the 
foreman, has six men working on 
the job, four iron workers from 
Local 338, and two engineers from 
Local 3. 


Sheds Near Completion 

The Matson Electrical Equip- 
ment company is doing the elec- 
trical work on the ship sheds, 
which are being built by the Cen- 
tral California Contracting com- 
pany. They have three electricians 
working at the present time. The 
ship sheds are about one-third com- 
pleted and have 20 of our men em- 
ployed in construction. Mr. Evald 
Erickson is the superintendent in 
charge. 


The contract to cover the pipes 
on the Johnson, Drake and Piper 
company job is in the hands of the 
Western Asbestos company. They 
have four men working now and 
intend putting more men on as 
soon as they can place them. 

The Raphael company started 
their job of painting the steel 
frame on the K. E. Parker com- 
pany storehouse with a crew of 
five painters. 

The other contractor, A. Pollia 
Plumbing Contracting company, 
was awarded the job of laying the 
gas lines. Mr. Pollia started work 
on his contract with two plumbers 
from Local 444 and four laborers 
from Local 304. 

To Let More Contracts 

There are three big contracts to 
be let this week, the narrow gauge 
railroad, the paving contract, and 
four more hangars. 

The Johnson, Drake and Piper 
Contracting company of Minne- 
apolis, with offices in Oakland, re- 
ceived the contract for the six- 
story warehouse to be built on the 
naval supply base which is con- 
ngcted with the air base.

Columnist Has No Questions to Ask and Refuses to 
Answer Any at A. F. of L. Press Conference 


With characteristic gall, Westbrook Pegler, the newspaper 
columnist who has carried on a single-handed and viciously un- 
fair campaign against the American Federation of Labor, 
showed up at a press conference conducted by President Will- 
iam Green at the conclusion of the executive council meeting on 


May 15, 1940. 


Perhaps Mr. Pegler expected to be barred from the confer- 
ence. If so, he was disappointed. Every courtesy was extended 


to him. 


Considering all that he has had to say about the American 


Federation of Labor and the woeful ignorance he has displayed | 


in saying it, one might have supposed that Mr. Pegler was seek- 
ing information. This was not the case. 

Considering all the bitter statements Mr. Pegler has made 
about the American Federation of Labor, one might have sup- 
posed that he would be willing to submit to questioning himself 
to justify his position. This was not the case either. 

For the record, this is what happened and what was said at 
the press conference between President Green and Mr. Pegler: 

PRESIDENT GREEN~I understand our friend, Mr. West- 
brook Pegler is here with us today. Is that right? 

MR. PEGLER—That'’s right. 

PRESIDENT GREEN—We are very glad to have you here 


with us. 


MR. PEGLER~—That's mutual. 
PRESIDENT GREEN—Do you have any questions to ask? 
MR. PEGLER—No. I just came to attend the press confer- 


ence. 


PRESIDENT GREEN—There are several members of the 
executive council present. Perhaps they might like to ask you 
some questions. Would you mind answering them? 

MR. PEGLER—No, I'll do my talking in print, not from the 


witness stand. 


That ended the conversation. At the conclusion of the press 
conference, Mr. Pegler stepped up to Mr. Green, shook hands 
and said he was very glad to meet him. 

It might be pointed out that when Mr. Pegler “‘talks” in print, 
his column is published in about a hundred newspapers and the 
conversation is entirely one-sided because the American Fed- 
eration of Labor has no comparable outlet for its side of the

Robert J. Watt, American labor 
delegate to the international labor 
office at Geneva, was officially no- 
tified that because of the war sit- 
uation the annual conference of 
the I. L. O., scheduled for June 5, 
has been postponed indefinitely. 

The I. L. O. meetings are held in 
Geneva, Switzerland, and that na- 
tion is preparing to defend itself 
against a threatened German in- 
vasion. 


blocking continuation of the peace 
conferences between  representa- 
tives of the American Federation 
of Labor and the CIO. 


“President Lewis has _ publicly 
stated that in his opinion unity is 
impossible on any basis acceptable 
to the CIO. I am not prepared to 
go so far,” Mr. Hillman said. “Be- 
cause he believes that the prolong- 
ation of negotiations would be fu- 
tile, he has failed to take steps for 
further conferences. I believe that 
this position is a mistake. 

“I am of the opinion that the 
peace conferences should have been 
continued. The issue is too impor- 
tant, the need for unity is too ur- 
gent to break off even when suc- 
cess seems remote.” 

The convention enthusiastically 
adopted a resolution approving Mr. 
Hillman’s statement and favoring 
resumption of conferences between 
the A. F. of L. and the CIO.

Labor's Place 
Once again the laborer is called 
on to save his country. 


Lloyd George, great English 
statesman, world war No. 1 British 
premier, issued a plea to all english 
workingmen to sacrifice, not only 
their bodies, their bread and but- 
ter, but also their ideals, their prin- 
ciples, their hard-won concessions, 
for the sake of the mother land, for 
the sake of that greater ideal... 
democracy. 

And what was the response? You 
know; I know. The working man 
came through, as he has always 
done in national emergency. 

And the American working men 
are themselves close to sacrificing 
similar ideals and principles. Ideals 
and principles that were won only 
over a century of heartache and 
unselfishness. Concessions that 
were squeezed out of the hard- 
boiled individualists now are to 
be relinquished at the call of our 
country. The wages-hour law will 
be scrapped in certain industries. 
Other similar impositions will be 
imposed on the working class. And 
we'll take it, and because we trust 
our president we'll like it. 

In England, Prime Minister 
Churchill, although he conscripted 
labor, also appointed as one of his 
advisers and ministers, a labor 
leader. Finance and capital are am- 
ply represented in Washington to- 
day. Lobbyists, congressmen and 
cabinet members are on the whole 
defending the rights of American 
capital, here and abroad. Let the 
working man have at least one in- 
fluential labor leader close to the 
president to protect the rights of 
the laboring class here in America. 

Let’s not wait until catastrophe 
is upon us before the public realizes 
the importance of the worker. 

CIO Results 

Several weeks ago, some six 
or seven A. F. of L. box mak- 
ers decided to turn traitor and 
join the CIO. This at the Par- 
affine Co. in Emeryville. 

Last week these same men 
were discharged for violating 
the A. F. of L. contract. The 
box plant was closed down. 

The CIO came through with 
another flop. 

And incidentally, American em- 
ployers had better beware the pos- 
sibilities of sabotage and personnel 
disruption in their factories. 

Events in Europe have opened 
our eyes to the dirty way the nazi’s 
and the communists work their 
tricks. 

You have often wondered where 
the CIO got all their money to 
splurge themselves in so many 
ways. It wouldn’t be from their 
members’ dues. They haven’t 
enough members. (New York state 
alone has more members in the A. 
F. of L. than all the CIO unions in 
the U.S.) Is it possible that Europe 
has added to the “kitty”? After all, 
it would pay Hitler or Stalin to 
throw thirty or forty millions into 
some effective disruptive move- 
ment in America just to insure 
themselves that we’d have enough 
trouble of our own without putting 
a stop to their bloodshed. Take 
heed. The Dies committee has 
something after all.
